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Conference realignment was just like a time 
bomb ticking away for the past few years. You 
knew it wouldn't end with the Big Ten, Big 
East and Southeastern conferences, and the 
past offseason proved that hunch correct. 

The splintering of the Southwest Conference 
precipitated a pair of league expansions which 
moved Division I-A football another step closer 
to its final resting place. In 1996, Texas, Texas 
A&M, Baylor and Texas Tech will join the Big 
Eight, while Southern Methodist, Texas 
Christian and Rice will join 
UNLV, San Jose State and 
Tulsa in the giant, 16-team 
Western Athletic Confer- 
ence. Houston decided life 
as an independent was bet- 
ter than either of those two 
options. 

Meanwhile, the Big East 
staved off any future break- 
up when it made football | 
members West Virginia and | 
Rutgers full conference affili- | 
ates, ending talk that the [i 
league's football schools 
might secede from the con- 
ference. 

While those three develop- 
ments helped bring I-A football closer to super- 
conference-style configurations, the realign- 
ment frenzy isn't over yet. The Great Midwest 
is talking about forming a football confedera- 
tion from some of the remaining independents, 
and I-AA schools North Texas (1995) and 
Central Florida (1996) will follow newcomer 
Northeast Louisiana into the big time in the 
next two years. The Big Ten still has 11 teams, 
hardly a neat number, and the Pacific-10 has 
been talking about expansion for a few years. 

Stay tuned. 


Reports of Miami’s demise 
may he premature. 
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Perhaps the most popular offseason hobby 
of college football media and fans was to 
debate whether the Miami (Fla.) dynasty— 
four national titles in 11 seasons—had 
ended. 

The evidence was compelling. The 
Hurricanes lost three games in 1993, a feat 
akin to six losses at any normal school. And 
the humiliating 29-0 skunking at the hands of 
Arizona in the Fiesta Bow! was particularly 
damning. Former Hurricane 
Bubba McDowell, now a 
safety with the Houston 
i Oilers, actually considered 
driving from Texas to the 
south Florida campus after 
the bowl debacle. That's 
how mad he was that the 
current Hurricanes were 
ruining what McDowell and 
other former players had 
constructed. 

But reports of Miami's 
demise may be premature. 
Hurricanes fans were upset 
back in 1985, when a 10-2 
season was punctuated by a 
foul 35-7 loss to Tennessee 
in the Sugar Bowl. All Miami did the following 
year was go 11-0 in the regular season and 
come within a Vinny Testaverde interception 
or six of the national title. Three titles followed 
in the next five years. 

This year's team will be more focused and 
talented than last year's unit, and the 
Hurricanes are prohibitive favorites to win the 
Big East. Only non-conference tussles with 
Washington and Florida State could prevent 
them from going undefeated again.

Notre Dame’s Lou Holtz spent most of 
January 1 trying to convince pollsters that his 
team's regular-season victory over Florida 
State had more weight in the race for the 
national championship than the Seminoles’ 
Orange Bowl triumph over 
Nebraska. Sorry, Lou. 
Bobby Bowden got his | 
national title, and the 
Fighting Irish went without. 
When you're trying to win 
an election, it helps to be 
appealing to the electorate. 
Holtz’s whining and 
propensity for making weak 
opponents sound like the 
Cowboys are tough to 
stomach. 

This year, however, Holtz 
may be able to act like 
Genghis Khan and still fin- 
ish No. 1. Notre Dame may 
be a little thin in the trench- 
es, but talent abounds 
everywhere else, particu- 
larly at running back, where five different 
players could hit the 100-yard mark on a 
given Saturday. 

His team looks good, all right, provided 
quarterback Ron Powlus delivers. The her- 
alded sophomore was poised to take over the 
starting job last year before suffering a bro- 
ken right collarbone. Though healed, Powlus 
didn’t take part in contact drills during the 
spring. He still heads into the season as the 
Irish passer. 

What Powlus lacks in experience, he makes 
up for in ability. A superb prospect at Berwick 
(Pa.) High School, Powlus could throw long 
and short, soft and hard, and even run the

ball when needed. He won't be perfect, but 
Holtz should be able to craft an offense 
around him and those talented running backs 
that puts Notre Dame atop the collegiate 
world. 

What do Tyrone Wheatley, J.J. Stokes, Joey 
Galloway and Eric Zeier have in common? 

They're all back on college campuses this 
fall, playing their senior seasons instead of 
earning a paycheck in the National Football 
League. And each one has a shot at the 
Heisman Trophy. 

Michigan's Wheatley, a devastating combi- 
nation of speed and power, would've been 

— one of the top five picks in 
the draft had he come out. 
Instead, he'll help the 
Wolverines _ navigate 
through a tough opening 
schedule—Boston College, 
Notre Dame, Colorado. Big 
performances in those 
games could catapult 
him into the lead, much as 
a big start helped Michi- 
gan’s Desmond Howard in 
1991. 

Zeier stayed at Georgia 
because pro scouts 
thought he needed to 
improve his arm strength. 
He certainly doesn’t have 
to bulk up his stats. The 
senior should top 400 
yards at least twice this season and could 
grab the Heisman Trophy if he cuts down on 
interceptions and Georgia wins seven or 
eight games. 

UCLA's Stokes and Ohio State's Galloway 
are big-play receivers who should grab dou- 
ble-figures in touchdown passes this season. 
The tall, powerful Stokes makes NFL coach- 
es drool, but he could improve his concentra- 
tion. Galloway is quick and sure-handed, but 
his size may scare away a few scouts. 

All four will terrorize opponents this season 
and should be attractive draft candidates in 
1995. They'll all probably have their college 
degrees, too. That counts for something.
